IN THE MATTER OF AN APPLICATION FROM WILLIAM JACOBS LTD.

THE COMMITTEE OF ADJUSTMENT OF THE CITY OF MISSISSAUGA 
on Thursday, March 21st, 1974. 


William Jacobs Ltd. are owners of Lots 18? and 183, Registered Plan F-12, 
(Port Credit), located on Briarwood Avenue, as shown on accompanying plen, 
zoned “M" Industrial. The applicant requests the Committee to perait the 
subject premises to be used in part for office space and in part for a 
Grafting room. By-law 1227 (Port Credit), does not expressly permit such 
use in an "M" Industrial zone. 


Mr. Lane, Solicitor, appeared in support of the application explaining 
that the subject building was built under a Port Credit building permit, 

which allowed the construction of office space and warehouse space. His 
Client is unable to find a lessee for the warehouse space and therefore 

is requesting the Committee's permission to utilize the warehouse space 
w offices and a drafting room. 


The City of Mississauga Engincering Department, by report dated March 14, 
1974, comments as follows: 

* This department objects to thie proposed use. The building has been 
constructed very close to the streetline and no provisions have been made 
for on-property parking. The owner has asphalted from the building to the 
curb but any parking at this location would be partially on the road 
allowance, also, this type of parking does not permit access: control. = 


The City of Mississauga Building and Zoning Department by report dated 
March, 1974, comments as follows: 

* Should the Committee approve this application the applicant should 

be advised that a certificate of Occupancy be obtained from this Departrent 
prior to commencement of business. . 


t “Tmnree neighbouring property owners appeared in opposition to the application. 


Their concern was the parking. exterior alterations to the building e.g. 
dows and the generation of more traffic on the residential streets. 


“. Lane explained that there would be no exterior changes to the building 
and felt that parking would not cause any more problems than there is at 
the present. 


The Committee is satisfied from the information and material submitted 
that the application is reasonable since the requested use for office 

ce and drafting room space would be much more desirable in this location 
than the present permitted uses in an area zoned "M" Industrial. 


The Committee accordingly resolves to hereby authorize the requested uses 
of office space and drafting recom space which in its opinion are 

minor variances, and would not offend the general intent of the By-law, 
subject to the parking requirements of the Port Credit by-law for such 
uses being met, no exterior changes be made to the building and further 
that an occupancy permit be obtained” as per the Building and Zoning 
Departments comments.

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Dear Mayor Dobkin: 


Thank you for taking time from your hectic schedule to discuss the Ontario 
Racquet Club, specifically, our plans for the official "Grand Opening" on 
April lst and 2nd of this year. 


We have arranged with the Rolex Corporation to hold the “Rolex Tennis Classic" 
at our Club. Rolex have obtained and contracted four of the top international 
players to participate for $25,000. in purse money. 


One of the players is Rod Laver, who is still considered the "King of Tennis". 
The players will all be identified at the press conference to be held once all 
arrangements are finalized. 


We would expect to house 2,400 spectators on two consecutive nights for 
approximately 3 to 4 hours each night. This should, therefore, be considered 
“special event" requiring City Council approval. We will also contact the 
Mississauga Fire Department to discuss the fire protection and safety of the 

spectators during the event. 


Parking does not present a problem as the Club is located approximately 700 yards 
from the Clarkson Go Station which will provide ample parking for this event. 

We will contact the proper authorities to arrange this. Any assistance you can 
offer in this regard would be appreciated.
